
MACARTHUR 
FOUNDATION DONATES 
$1.8 MILLION PARCEL 

On September 18, the John D. and 
Catherine T. MacArthur Foundation 
announced a donation of 5.39 acres of land, 
valued at $1.8 million, to Palm Beach 
Community College. The land, adjacent to 
the Edward M. Eissey Campus and south 
of the Palm Beach Courthouse North 
Annex, adjoins the three acres of land 
donated earlier this year by the City of 
Palm Beach Gardens. 


According to PBCC President Edward 
M. Eissey, the land will be the site for the 
new Eissey Campus educational 
auditorium. The $4.4 million, 750-seat 
i facility will contain a stage, orchestra pit, 
dressing rooms, control booth, ticket 
booth, reception area and offices. 


MacArthur Foundation’s Assistant 
Director of Florida Grants Bonnie Weaver 
predicted that this facility should fulfill 
northern Palm Beach County’s rapidly- 
growing need for an educational 
auditorium 


In accepting the donation, Eissey 
praised the John D. and Catherine T. 
MacArthur Foundation’s local grants 
office for making the donation possible. 
He also stated that the facility will give 
PBCC students the opportunity to be 
trained in various entertainment-oriented 
fields while offering northern Palm Beach 
County residents a variety of cultural 
events.

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

Several leading South Florida college 
administrators, meeting at an afternoon 
press conference at Broward Community 
College on September 23, discussed the 
latest in a series of slate imposed budget 
cuts and its impact on higher education. 

Palm Beach Community College Vice 
President of Administration and Business 
Affairs Tony Tate was among the 
participants which included Florida 
Atlantic University President Anthony 
Catanese; FAU Broward Provost Lance 
DeHaven Smith and Broward Community 
College President Willis Holcombe. 

College officials agreed that the latest 
round of state mandated budget cuts, 
amounting to five percent, is causing 
| irreparable harm on the academic quality 
of Florida’s universities and community 
colleges. 

As a result of the 1990-91 budget 
reductions, PBCC was forced to 
implement several cost-saving measures. 
Weekend credit courses were cut from 
three of the College’s four campuses, some 
high-level administrative positions have 
remained unfilled, maintenance projects 
have been delayed and library hours were 
reduced. Provosts and district officers will 
be asked to prepare reductions according 
to the state-funding reductions. 

Community college administrators 
stated that students are being denied access 
to higher education because many classes 
are filled, ultimately reducing the number 
and quality of high-tech jobs coming to the 
area.

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PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

According to the October 16 edition of 
The Chronicle of Higher Education, an 
increasing number of Americans are 
recognizing the importance of a college 
degree, but they also believe that the cost 
to pursue higher education is becoming out 
of reach for the average family. 

These published findings were the 
result of a recent poll which was conducted 
by the Gallup Organization for the Council 
for Advancement and Support of 
Education. In the survey, 73 percent of 
those queried said that it was important to 
earn a college degree, representing an 
increase of 15 percent over those surveyed 
five years ago. 

' Additionally, the survey reported that 
Americans woe increasingly pessimistic 
about their ability to fund higher education 
for their children. Most felt that they would 
need some form of financial aid to realize 
this part of the American dream.

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PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

The Articulation Coordinating 
Committee of the State Board of 
Community Colleges adopted a proposed 
ruling on state residency at their July 18 
meeting, according to an article published 
in the September 1991 issue of the 
Articulation Report. 

Specifically, the rule addressed two 
requirements mandated in Honda Statutes. 
The first is relative to residency for tuition 
purposes and says that a person who has 
established legal Honda residence must 
maintain that legal residency for at least 12 
months before they become eligible to be 
classified as a resident for tuition purposes, 
k The second section stipulates that every 
applicant who applies to a Florida 
postsecondary institution be required to 
state their length of residence. 
Additionally, applicants are required to 
establish that their presence is for the 
purpose of maintaining a bona fide 
domicile and not a temporary residence.

INSURANCESURVEY 
RESULTS 

We recently compiled results of our 
medical, dental and vision programs under 
CIGNA. A total of 358 personnel returned 
forms. For a variety of reasons, not all of 
the forms were completed. 

Two years ago, a similar survey of 
health coverages under Equicor’s health 
coverages was conducted which enabled 
us to compare results. 

The comparison of data between the 
1991 survey of CIGNA’s health plans with 
the 1989 survey of Equicor’s health plans 
revealed considerable similarities in data 
although more college personnel 
expressed positive attitudes regarding 
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Insurance Results (Cont’d) 

Equicor and about the same number and 
percentage expressed negative attitudes. 

We interpreted positive attitudes to be 
expressed by personnel who indicated they 
would definitely renew CIGNA’s 
coverages, and negative attitudes 
expressed by personnel who indicated they 
would definitely not renew CIGNA’s 
coverage. 

There were many negative comments 
made relative to the CIGNA Prepaid 
Dental Plan. The Equicor prepaid dental 
plan also had many negative comments in 
1989. 


A decision was made to seek 
competitive bids on the College’s health 
coverages. A decision is expected to be 
made during the month of November 
regarding what carrier we will have for the 
1992 calendar year.

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DEED TO ORIGINAL 
PBCC FACILITY IS 
PRESENTED TO 
COLLEGE 

On November 18, the Palm Beach 
County School Board presented the deed 
and keys for the original PBCC building to 
the College. The announcement was made 
during a joint PBCC/School Board 
meeting. 

The School Board initially offered the 
facility, located on Gardenia Street in West 
Palm Beach, to PBCC in September of 
1990 for a token payment of $10. At that 
time, the College accepted the offer, 
contingent on the results of a series of 
environmental studies on the site. 

On June 3 of 1991, the building was 
named to the National Register of Historic 
Places of the U.S. Department of the 
Interior National Park Service. In doing so, 
the National Register lauded the structure, 
designed by William Manly King, for both 
its use as a pioneering educational facility 
and its architectural significance. 

Palm Beach Community College was 
established in 1933 on the campus of what 
was then Palm Beach High School. PBCC, 
the oldest public community college in 
Honda, remained at the original location 
until it moved to Morrison Field. 

In October of 1991, the results of the 
environmental studies indicated that the 
facility is conducive to the College’s 
proposed uses, and the agreement with the 
School Board has now been completed. 
The transfer of legal ownership opens up 
the College’s ability to seek grant funding 
and private donations for renovation and 
operation of the building.

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PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

During the recent Coffees with Ed, it 
was suggested that paychecks be issued on 
a 26 payment per year schedule. 

In examining the proposal, the 
following factors need to be considered, if 
there is to be a change: 

1. Salary tables are currently 
semi-monthly. 

2. Leave is earned based on 11 days paid 
in a calendar month. With pay periods 
overlapping month ends, all current 
programs would have to be changed. 

3. Payroll deductions are currently 
based on semi-monthly tables and would 
have to be changed. 

Y 4. Depending on the day upon which 
June 30 falls, the annual financial 
statement would have to be delayed until 
the first pay period in July, and all of these 
pay checks would have to be divided into 
the fiscal year that the salary is earned. 

5. Health/life insurance is based on a 
monthly calendar, and we would be cutting 
short the time available to balance these 
reports prior to payment since it is possible 
for the first payroll of the month to fall on 
the 12th. 

6. Salary calculations would have to be 
changed to determine the salary for the 26 
pay days per year. 

If biweekly paycheck issuance were to 
be implemented at some future date, it 
would require the College up to two years 
for all of the necessary programming to be 
completed.

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PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

The financial picture for higher 
education in 1992-93 appears even darker 
than the past 12 month period, according 
to published reports in the January 8,1992 
issue of The Chronicle of Higher 
Education. 

The nation’s ongoing economic 
recession, coupled with the states’ 
continuing budgetary crises, is expected to 
present major problems for legislators, 
threatening to overshadow most other 
concerns now facing the higher education 
community. 

In surveying the outlook for higher 
education in the 50 state legislators this 
^year, The Chronicle reports that Florida is 
Requesting $730.9 million or a 29.2 percent 
increase in funding for the community 
college system. Additionally, the state’s 
university system is seeking $1.85 billion 
or an increase of 30.7 percent. Most of 
these funds are needed to keep pace with 
Florida’s ever-increasing student 
enrollment as well as recoup funds that 
were lost in December when lawmakers 
revoked 3.5 percent of their 1991-92 
appropriation. 

In an attempt to rally the troops, higher 
education officials have asked alumni to 
campaign for additional funding and new 
taxes, so it is possible that Governor 
Lawton Chiles and the legislature will 
agree to extend the slate sales tax to some 
services which are currently exempt. 
However, the threat of a looming state 
deficit could prevent colleges from 
receiving any significant funding 
increases. 


Along non-budgetary lines, community 
colleges will ask lawmakers to relieve 
ahem from having to include detailed 
"background information on the volume of 
reports they are required to file in the 
recruitment of faculty and minority 
students.

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

The fall 1991 issue of the Florida 
Community College Trustees’ Quarterly 
reports that enrollment in the Florida 
Community College System continues to 
increase at record pace, with student 
headcount enrollment expected to reach 
one million shortly. 

However, the prospect of educating 
record numbers of students, coupled with 
ever-increasing cutbacks in revenue, has 
produced an unprecedented funding crisis 
for Florida’s Community College System. 
The state’s general revenue funding for 
community colleges has dropped from 
$2,897 full-time equivalent (FTE) students 
A 1989 to $2,323 this year. Student fees 
^^ave increased from $818 per FTE in 1989 
to $1,032, while overall funding, including 
general revenue, lottery and student fees, 
has declined from $4,103 per FTE in 1989 
to $3,998. 

A study by the National Center for 
Educational Statistics compared the state’s 
expenditures per FTE student with other 
states nationally and revealed that only two 
of Florida’s community colleges place 
above the national median in expenditures 
per student. The remaining 26 Florida 
community colleges fall below the national 
median, and 10 fall in the lowest 10 percent 
nationwide for expenditures per student. 

All of the slate’s 28 community colleges 
have been forced to take various, 
hard-hitting measures to reduce costs 
while attempting to maintain quality 
services. The unfortunate end result is that 
many students seeking to enter the 
community colleges’ open doors might 
one day find them closed or only partially 
open at many institutions.

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

The following article, which examines 
Florida’s funding sources, was reported in 
the January 27 issue of the State Board of 
Education Monday Report. The article, 
entitled ''Florida’s Revenue Fund: What 
You Need to Know about the State’s Tax 
Structure," is adapted from FTP-NEA’s 
recently-published booklet Roads To Tax 
Reform, and is reproduced for your 
information. 

Sales Tax: 

• Florida relies more heavily on sales 
tax as a source of general revenue 
than any other state and that 
reliance is increasing . 

• Retail sales tax and excise taxes 
provide up to 80 percent of 
Florida’s general revenue fund. 

• Sales tax is not a stable source of 
income because of fluctuations in 
the economy and in people’s ability 
to spend. 

• Sales tax does not keep up with 
demands of growth. 

• The general sales tax takes a higher 
proportion of income from 
low-income households than from 
the wealthy. 

Corporate Income Tax: 

• The corporate income tax is 
Florida’s second major type of tax, 
which accounts for about 7.6 
percent of general revenue. 

• Florida’s corporate income taxes 
are more than 40 percent below the 
national average. 

• It is estimated that half the 
corporations currently doing 
business in Florida file a tax return. 
Of these, only about 55 percent 
remit any taxes. 

• Corporate income tax as applied in 
Florida is as unstable as the sales 
tax. 


Property Tax: 

* Property taxes (ad valorem taxes) 
brought in $2.83 billion in 1990. 

* The property tax is capped for each 
taxing authority at 10 mills (one mill 
equals $1 tax per $1,000 of taxable 
evaluation). Exceptions can be 
approved by referendum. 

* The average millage currently levied 
by Florida cities is 5.3 mills, by 
counties is 7.9 mills and by school 
districts is 8.8 mills. 

* Owners of property valued at 
$25,000 or less who apply 
homestead exemption pay no 
property tax. 

■ Renters pay property tax indirectly, 
and at a higher rate than the 
homeowner, since the exemption 
does not apply to rental property. 

■ Property taxis a very stable tax that 
grows with the economy. 

■ Administration of property tax is 
expensive. 

■ A Department of Revenue report 
estimated that $92 billion worth of 
property won’t be taxed this year 
because of undervaluation-a net 
revenue loss of $1.84 billion. 

The Lottery 

* The lottery is Florida’s second 
largest source of state income, but it 
is an unstable source, fluctuating 
with the economy. 

■ Half of lottery revenue goes to 
prizes, 12 percent goes to 
administrative costs and 38 percent 
for education. 

■ The lottery generates less than nine 
percent of education funds and 
would run public schools for three 
weeks a year. 

■ General revenue for public schools 
has declined more than eight per¬ 
cent since the lottery was approved. 


Vehicle Titles, Liens and Other 

Licenses 

• When combined, the taxes, licenses 
and fees associated with motor 
vehicle ownership and use provide 
more revenue than the corporate 
income tax. 

• Other user fees are also in effect. 

Estate and Intangible Taxes, Other 

Taxes 

• Florida imposes a "pick-up" estate 
tax based on the federal tax credit. 

• Intangible taxes are low in Florida, 
with many exemptions, and account 
for about three percent of state 
revenue. Forty-five percent of 
intangible tax revenues go into the 
general revenue fund. 

• A number of other relatively small 
taxes round out Florida’s tax 
structure.

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

In a special report focusing on the 
reauthorization of the Higher Education 
Act, the January/February 1992 issue of 
the Association of Community College 
Trustees (ACCT) Advisor examines the 
significance of this federal legislation on 
the nation’s community colleges. 

According to the report, nearly $1 
billion a year in Pell Grant funding alone 
flows to community college students. 
Additionally, the Higher Education Act 
provides Congressional authority for more 
than $200 million of discretionary, 
institutional grant programs including 
cooperative education, strengthening 
developing institutions (Title III), 
international education, postsecondary 
education improvement and others. 
Furthermore, community colleges are 
eligible to compete for all of these 
programs, subject to the availability of 
appropriations. 

Focusing one eye on the significance of 
this Act to community colleges and 
students and another on the opportunity to 
involve trustees in the process of providing 
Congress with suggestions for future 
beneficial changes, ACCT began working 
toward reauthorization over two years ago. 
In 1990, ACCT formulated a 12-page 
pamphlet entitled ’’Reauthorization 
1991 —Toward a Community College 
Consensus,” which detailed provisions of 
the current law and raised issues to be 
considered during reauthorization. 

As a result, hearings were set to provide 
open forums for community college 
trustees, presidents and others to address 
current concerns and offer suggestions for 
improvement The federal relations staff 
subsequently compiled the testimony from 
|these hearings into an issue list for 
consideration by the ACCT/AACJC Joint 
Committee on Federal Relations. 

From these discussions, six major 
community college priorities for the 


reauthorization were identified and 
endorsed by both ACCT and AACJC. 
They include the following: making the 
Pell Grant an entitlement program, 
simplifying the student aid delivery 
system, promoting articulation to 
encourage transfer students, expanding 
initiatives for colleges to address urban 
problems, emphasizing employer-college 
partnerships for human resource 
development and establishing an assistant 
secretary for community colleges within 
the Department of Education. 

BOARD MEETS AT 
GLADES 

During the February 12 board meeting, 
PBCC Trustees were updated on the 
accomplishments of Glades Campus 
faculty and staff. Recognition was given to 
outstanding Glades faculty members 
selected as Teachers of Excellence, 
including Assistant Professor of Social 
Science Roger Rolison, 1991 -1992; Senior

At this time of the year, a number of 
College personnel seek information 
regarding retirement, especially those 
between ages 55 through 61, who may be 
eligible for the College’s 25 percent early 
retirement incentive payment. 

In addition to being at least age 55 and 
4ess than age 62 with at least 10 years in 
one of the state’s retirement systems, 
employees must apply for retirement a 
minimum of 75 days prior to the end of 
their contract period or, for non-contracted 
12-month personnel, a minimum of 75 
days prior to the end of the fiscal year. 

The following are normally the latest 
dates, according to the duty schedule of 
PBCC personnel, for applying for 
retirement this year and being eligible for 
a 25% early retirement incentive payment.

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

Executive Director of the Florida 
Community College System Clark 
Maxwell addressed PBCC Central 
Campus faculty, staff and students on 
February 14, detailing the critical funding 
crisis now facing the state’s higher 
education institutions. 

Appearing with PBCC President 
Edward M. Eissey at the Duncan Theatre, 
Maxwell said that the open door policy, 
which has been a hallmark of the 
community college system, is beginning to 
close. According to Maxwell, community 
colleges continue to grow, but there are no 
additional funds to support increased 
student enrollment At the present time, the 
State’s community college system has $45 
^million less than it started with last year, 
even though there was an eight percent 
increase in enrollment. 

The 1992-93 tentative allocations 
which have been proposed by Governor 
Lawton Chiles represent the best fiscal 
solution with a six percent increase over 
the 1991-1992 appropriations for 
community colleges, but it provides for tax 
increases. Maxwell said. Even with the six 
percent increase, actual community 
college allocations would translate into 
program fund allocations which are less 
than the current year. 

In contrast, the House and Senate 
appropriations for 1992-93 are based on no 
new taxes and represent approximately six 
percent less in funding than last year. 
According to Maxwell, a compromise will 
most likely be reached between the 
governor and the legislature, with both 
sides making budgetary concessions. 

In terms of the impact of budget cuts on 
the PBCC program fund, the 1990-1991 
original budget was reduced by 4.74 
percent leaving an ending budget of 
$23,030,896. The 1991-1992 original 
budget was reduced by 3.39 percent 
leaving $23,844,026.

The tentative allocations for the 
upcoming 1992-1993 year leave PBCC 
with even less money. In comparing the 
three budget proposals, the governor’s 
budget would cut PBCC’s program fund 
by .72 percent, leaving $23,672,877; the 
House budget would cut 5.82 percent, 
resulting in $22,456,462; and the House 
budget would cut 6.12 percent, providing 
the College with only $22,385,098. 

Over the past several days, Eissey has 
met with employees on all four campuses 
to discuss the seriousness of the 1992-93 
budget and its "no good news" impact on 
the College. "We must write our 
legislators," Eissey said. "If we do not 
express ourselves, we do not have a right 
to complain."

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Unreal 'reality budget' passes; 
current PBCC budget cut more 


In years past, passing the state 
budget was a momentous oc¬ 
casion and one of the last things 
the Florida Legislature did before 
adjourning. 

But that was then and this is 
now. 

Last week, the Senate and 
House both passed budgets for 
two years on the same day. In 
fact, they didn't even start until 
after lunch, and their budgets had 
very few of the usual differences 
that conference committees have 
to settle. 

We told you in the last issue of 
College Capital how the further 
cuts in the 1991-92 budget would 


affect community colleges for the 
fiscal year ending June 30. Both 
houses cut an additional $121 
million from the general revenue 
budget last week to bring it into 
balance. It was just two months 
ago they cut $522 million in the 
special session. 

The recession is still with us, 
though, and Florida's unemploy¬ 
ment is at a nine-year high. Some 
experts say that could mean the 
current budget would have to be 
cut yet again in a spring special 
session. 

In the 1992-93 budget passed 
by the House, Palm Beach Com¬ 
munity College would receive 


$17,073,372 in general revenue, 
$5,186,321 from the Lottery and 
$125,405 for Lifelong Learning. 
That's a total of $22,385,098. The 
Senate budget was nearly 
identical with $17,095,989 from 
general revenue, $5,235,044 from 
the Lottery and $125,429 for 
Lifelong Learning. That's a total 
of $22,456,462. Both are reduc¬ 
tions of about $2.3 million from 
the initial 1992-93 budget. 

Don’t pay a lot of attention to 
these most recent numbers be¬ 
cause even though the 1992-93 
budget passed last week is cal¬ 
led "the reality budget," it's not 
real at all. Gov. Lawton Chiles 
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has consistently promised to 
veto it quickly as unrealistic. 

He wants the Legislature to 
pass his "investment budget." 
The governor proposes PBCC 
would receive $18,763,980 from 
genera! revenue, $4,780346 from 
the Lottery and $128,351 for 
Lifelong Learning. That total of 
$23,672,877 is certainly no bo¬ 
nanza that will meet the col¬ 
lege's needs, but it's about 53% 
better than the budget being 
vetoed. 

The governor's numbers are a 
couple of months old and what 
he finally seeks in a supplemental 
budget that legislators begin 
working on this week may 
change, too. 

The only thing certain this year 
is that nothing is certain. ill 



























PRESIDENT’S NOTES 


The budget woes faced by Florida’s 
higher education institutions are typical of 
what is happening on a national level. 
According to the February 12 issue of The 
Chronicle of Higher Education , the 
American Association of State Colleges 
and Universities (AASCU) reported that 
the lingering recession has led to mid-year 
cuts in fiscal 1992 budgets at public 
colleges and universities in 22 states, 
including Florida. 

AASCU President James Appleberry 
said that state budget cutbacks have long 
since passed the point where they can be 
rationalized as levers for efficiency and 
| enhanced productivity. Because of budget 
reductions, tuitions continue to rise while 


state and federal student financial aid fails 
to keep pace. 

According to the AASCU report, 
average reductions amounted to four 
percent. Fifteen slates said that public 
colleges would receive even less money in 
1992 than last year. In addition, AASCU 
asked campus administrators to predict the 
outcome of budget negotiations for the 
upcoming Fiscal year, and College officials 
in 23 states predicted that final budgets 
would leave public higher education 
institutions in even worse financial 
condition. 

For several Southeastern states, the 
budget outlook remains grim. Alabama, 
Georgia, Mississippi, South Carolina as 
well as Florida have all been forced to deal 
with mid-year cutbacks in higher 
education funding. 


VOLUNTARY WORK 
SCHEDULE REDUCTION 
I PROPOSED 


As you know, it is very likely that the 
College will receive reduced state funding 
during the forthcoming fiscal year. 
Therefore, the administration is attempting 


to reduce expenses, preferably in a manner 
that will cause the least amount of hardship 
to College personnel. 

As a result, we are requesting that any 
College personnel interested in reducing 
his or her work schedule, with a 
proportionate salary reduction, should 
contact me to indicate the type of schedule 
reduction to be considered. Reductions in 
schedule may be a reduction in duty days 
per year or a reduction in duty hours per 
work (e.g., 40 to 35 hours). 

Request for such schedule reductions 
may be in writing or they may be made via 
a telephone call or a personal meeting. At 
this time, there will be no attempt to 
obligate College personnel to immediate 
action. However, I would appreciate 
having any such contacts no later than 
Friday, March 6, 1992.

FCCAA REPORTS PBCC 
VIOLATIONS 

In a report released last Monday 
concerning 15 allegations made by former 
PBCC Women’s Basketball Coach Sallie 
Smith against PBCC’s athletic department, 
the Florida Community College Activities 
Association (FCCAA) noted seven 
violations of an administrative nature. 
Eight of the 15 allegations were 
determined to not be violations. 

The dismissed allegations included: 

Allegation 2: Athletes were WXed 
(Withdrawn for Excessive Absences) from 
classes so the class would not count 
towards computing eligibility. 

Findings: The findings showed that 
PBCC policies were followed in all cases. 

Allegation 4: Misnumbered. 

Allegation 8: A. An athlete was given a 
grade he did not earn. 

B. A test and the answers were provided 
for an athlete. 

C. A coach read a test to the student. 

Findings A: No evidence was found to 

substantiate this allegation. 

Findings B: No evidence was found to 
substantiate this allegation. 

Findings C: The Men’s Basketball 
Coach read a test with the approval of the 
Testing Center as the student had a learning 
disability. 

Allegation 9: The Athletic Director 
encouraged teachers to change grades. 

Findings: Faculty members stated that 
they had never been asked to change any 
student’s grades, and no evidence was 
found to substantiate that such a request 
ever occurred. 

Allegation 11: The Athletic Director 
WXed a student from class to accomplish 
eligibility. 

Findings: No substantiating evidence 
was found. 

Allegation 12. A: PBCC paid for renting 
a van to move an athlete. 

B. The athlete’s companion was given 
a job. 

Findings: A. The Women’s Basketball 
Coach said she was reimbursed in cash for 


renting a van to move herself from another 
state, and an athlete had his things moved 
in the same van. The Coach had her copy 
of the charge card receipt No evidence was 
found to substantiate any cash transactions. 

B. No evidence was found to 
substantiate that this occurred. 

Allegation 13: The Athletic Director 
made a teacher change an athlete’s final 
grade from C to A in order for the athlete 
to remain eligible. 

Findings: A large number of athletes’ 
grade sheets were reviewed as well as 
grade sheets for the athlete in question, and 
all grade changes followed PBCC policies. 

Allegation 15: The Women’s 
Basketball Coach was told she would 
receive $5,000 if she got one of her athletes 
to sign with a certain Division I school. 

Findings: No substantiating evidence 
was presented. 

The FCCAA report did indicate the 
following eight violations: 

Allegation 1: PBCC gave weekly 
checks to an athlete. 

Findings: PBCC gave $25 checks to an 
athlete through the PBCC Foundation; 
checks should have been processed 
through financial aid. (The funds were well 
below the allowable scholarship limits.) 

Corrective Action: All funds will be 
issued through financial aid. 

Allegation 3: Athletic coaches wrote 
personal checks to pay for tuition of 
athletes and were reimbursed in cash by the 
Athletic Director. 

Findings: The Women’s Basketball 
Coach wrote a personal check to PBCC for 
$210.50 for an athlete’s tuition; the tuition 
should have been paid through financial 
aid. In addition, the athlete was allowed to 
live, rent-free, with the Women’s 
Basketball Coach during the summer. 

Allegation 5: Women’s basketball 
scholarships and Letters-of-Intent were 
created after the fact for several players. 

Findings: Letters-of-Intent were 
submitted after the fact for five women 
basketball players and one Letter-of-Intent 
was never submitted. (Letters-of-Intent 
should have been filed within 15 days from 


the date the student agreed to attend the 
institution.) Fifteen scholarships were 
awarded to athletes on the PBCC 
1990-1991 Women’s Basketball Team, 
when the maximum number allowed was 
12. (Scholarships are defined in broad 
terms to also include books, housing, food 
and clothing.) 

Allegation 6.A: Some athletes were 
given gratuities. B. Some non-scholarship 
athletes were allowed to stay in athletic 
housing and not pay rent. C. Some 
non-scholarship athletes were allowed to 
eat meals to which they were not entitled. 

D. Some non-scholarship athletes received 
free books. 

Findings: A. A warm-up suit was given 
to an athlete prior to signing a scholarship 
which could be considered an inducement, 
and an athlete received transportation to 
the school and extended housing while 
visiting the school. B. An athlete received 
transportation, housing, meals, books and 
tuition during a summer term. (All 
economic assistance given to an athlete 
must be administered through the financial 
aid office.) 

Allegation 7: Transportation was 
provided to athletes on a daily basis. 

Findings: Transportation was provided 
to athletes, in violation of a rule that allows 
transportation to and from the College only 
once a year. 

Allegation 10: Same as Allegation 6.A. 

Allegation 14: An athlete was reported 
for 1990-91 year as eligible and was not. 

Findings: This did happen and the 
Region 8 Men’s Commissioner took the 
appropriate action that caused PBCC to 
forfeit two games. 

Palm Beach Community College views 
the findings of the FCCAA report as 
positive and welcomes the opportunity to 
correct errors and further improve the 
College’s athletic programs. PBCC now 
has 30 days in which to respond to the 
report Presently, all of the violations have 
already been corrected, and a 
computerized record-keeping system has 
been implemented to help prevent future 
administrative errors.

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PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

The March/April 1992 issue of the 
ACCT Advisor reports that President Bush 
has announced his Job Training 2000 
proposal, a comprehensive federal job 
training program designed to meet the 
nation’s workforce needs into the 21st 
century. 

Believing that the United States is in 
need of a flexible and highly-trained 
workforce, the presidential proposal would 
offer both a challenge and an opportunity 
for our nation’s community college 
system. According to the Bush proposal, 
all federal job training and vocational 
education programs would be consolidated 
and turned ova to local Private Industry 
Councils, thereby creating a "one-stop 
■topping center" to more effectively serve 
Employers and individuals. 

Additionally, the proposal would ease 
the transition from welfare to work by 
moving welfare recipients into the job 
market. The initiative would also ease the 
transition from high school to employment 
by encouraging voluntary apprenticeships 
for high school students and promoting 
lifelong learning through "Lifetime 
Training and Education Accounts.” 

A large part of the proposed program 
requires federal legislation, and because 
of election year politics, there is no way to 
predict its outcome. 

One significant point to consider, 
however, is the renewed importance given 
to workforce preparation. Whatever the 
eventual outcome, one thing appears fairly 
certain: community colleges will play a 
pivotal role in the ongoing debate.

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

According to recent information 
released by the State Board of Community 
Colleges, the severe budget cuts 
experienced by Florida’s Community 
Colleges may greatly impact the health 
care field. 

Despite the fact that demand for jobs in 
this area continues to rise at a rapid rate, the 
state legislature is not providing sufficient 
money to fund community college 
programs including nursing and allied 
health. 

A special segment on health care which 
appeared in the March/April 1992 issue of 
the ACCT Advisor reports that it is 
becoming clear that we are headed for a 
period of severe nursing shortages-the 
kind that leads to declining levels of quality 
care. The American Association of 
Colleges of Nursing reports that the supply 
of registered nurses falls short by 200,000 
even though there are currently 1.1 million 
nurses now working in hospitals. 

At a time when there is a critical need 
for increasing numbers of health care 
professionals, it is unfortunate that 
cutbacks in state funding may dramatically 
alter the future of these programs within 
the community college system. 

In attempting to save dollars, we are 
shooting ourselves in the foot. Will there 
be a nurse on hand to save the patient?

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

At the May board meeting, College 
trustees approved an approximate 10 
percent increase in student fees, effective 
fall term, in anticipation that the legislature 
will approve the measure during the June 
session. The student fee increase is 
expected to be structured as replacement 
funding for upcoming appropriations 
reductions. 

Trustees also approved the termination 
of two A.S. degree programs at the end of 
the 1992-1993 academic year. The Land 
Surveying and Dental Lab Technology 
programs are being discontinued due to 
lack of enrollment. 

The College board of trustees went on 
hecord as supporting discussions with 
Plorida Atlantic University (FAU) to 
determine the feasibility of co-locating the 
satellite FAU location on the Eissey 
Campus. 

During the meeting. Palm Beach Post 
Book Editor Brian Crowley was honored 
for his donations to PBCC of over 4,500 
books, valued at $16,000. Crowley, an 
alumnus who served as Beachcomber 
editor while at PBCC, said that he will 
continue to donate the new books sent by 
publishers to him for review in his column.

BREVIATED TERMS 

Study 


In February 1991, the Commission on 
Colleges/SACS Reaffirmation of 
Accreditation Committee visited PBCC

and recommended that the College study 
the comparability of abbreviated terms and 
regular terms. The Office of Institutional 
Research designed a study to make that 
comparison. To bring the results to the 
attention of faculty and staff, the abstract 
of the three-part study, a statistical 
comparison of student performance and 
two opinion surveys, follows: 

PBCC teaches courses in abbreviated 
time frames and during traditional time 
frames. The College has two traditional 
terms, fall and winter, that are 15 weeks in 
duration, and two abbreviated terms that 
are six weeks. 

The Southern Association of Colleges 
and Schools reaccreditation team 
recommended that the College document 
the effectiveness of spring and summer 
sessions and their comparability with 
regard to instruction with the fall and 
winter terms. Student performance across 
the traditional and abbreviated time frames 
was compared in selected sequential 


courses. Attrition rates of the two different 
term formats were compared. Also, the 
students and full-time faculty were 
surveyed to determine their opinion about 
course offerings, competencies gained, 
length of terms, total contract hours, etc. 
The sampled students* GPAs were similar 
across terms. Students’ course grades in 
the first course of a two-course sequence 
were not significantly different across 
terms. Also, there was no significant 
difference among terms when comparing 
students’ grades in the second course of the 
two course sequence. 

Therefore, it seems that the length of 
term had no effect on student grades. 
Faculty thought that mathematics, science 
and business courses should not be taught 
in abbreviated time frames. They also felt 
that each course meeting should be 
60-minute hours and not 50-minute hours. 
Students’ opinions indicated that they 
thought abbreviated time frames were 
adequate for learning. Continued

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

According to the June 10,1992 issue of 
The Chronicle of Higher Education, the 
country’s ongoing recessionary troubles 
have notably impacted the federal student 
aid programs. 

In addressing the issue, the report notes 
that many of our nation’s colleges do not 
have sufficient funds from the 
College-Work Study program to provide 
jobs to students, even though increasing 
numbers of students are forced to turn to 
the program for help. Consequently, 
institutions have had to find additional 
money from other sources or reduce the 
number of student hours worked. The 
problem is expected to continue well into 
next year. 

In addition, the nation’s economic woes 
^ire causing more student loan defaults 
which could cost the government $3.4 
billion this year alone. This development 
could severely damage the student loan 
program, resulting in ineligibility for some 
students. Additionally, the government 
announced that the Pell Grant program had 
a deficit of $1.4 billion because of 
unexpected demand for grants this year 
and the upcoming academic year. 

The report further states that as a result 
of the recession, increasing numbers of 
unemployed workers are going back to the 
classroom to update job skills for future 
employment. Higher education institutions 
are now faced with the unenviable task of 
educating these additional students at a 
time when most state legislatures are 
mandating budget reductions. 

The present administration has been 
generous in supplying Pell Grants to 
qualified applicants, but its generosity has 
not extended into the work-study area, 
where colleges have been advised to make 
do with allotted funds. Under the 
work-study program, colleges are

paying for 70 percent of the wages for 
needy students who work for non-profit

employers--including colleges-and 50 
percent for those employed by for-profit 
interests. 

Today’s college officials have said that 
it is time to search for new ways to aid 
students, as they cannot continue to operate 
with outmoded funding levels. In the 
meantime, the recession will continue to 
create even greater defaults in student 
loans. Higher education administrators 
should make it clear to the media and 
lawmakers alike that loan defaults are 
recession-related and that unemployed 
loan recipients cannot repay their debts. 

FAST BREAK

Break program for graduating minority 
students officially kicked off its 1992 
schedule with an orientation meeting for 
participants on June 24 at Central Campus.

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

During the final hours of the fourth 
special session of the Florida Legislature 
ending July 1, lawmakers compromised to 
fund a new budget. The decision was 
overdue, and the state had to operate for 
part of a day without approved funding. 

In the compromise, a $298 million tax 
package was passed. New taxes on 
businesses and investments will provide 
some of the additional funds needed for 
education, health care and public safety. A 
special legislative session to address tax 
reforms is scheduled for November. 

In terms of the impact of the new 
funding plan on PBCC, legislative 
appropriations of $24,005,935 are 
(expected. The appropriations are 
approximately $700,000 short of PBCC’s 
1991-1992 beginning budget. 

Another measure adopted by the 
legislature to meet the funding shortfall of 
community colleges was a 15 percent 
increase in student fees. During the May 
1992 PBCC board meeting, trustees had 
passed a 10 percent increase in anticipation 
of the legislature's actions, and the 10 
percent increase is effective for fall term. 
The PBCC board of trustees may now 
consider a total increase of up to 15 percent 
for winter term. 

The full impact of the new state budget 
will not be known for several weeks. 

In other PBCC matters, Florida Atlantic 
University has expressed its desire to join 
with Palm Beach Community College as a 
contributing educational partner in 
downtown West Palm Beach. The 
proposed plan, with available offerings 
slated for PBCC’s historic building on 
Gardenia Street, is part of the City of West 
Palm Beach’s efforts to provide an 
academic and cultural presence in the area. 


In cooperation with other public and 
private organizations and agencies, FAU 
has expressed an interest to offer both 
continuing education and work force 
training and development at the PBCC site 
according to FAU Provost/Vice President 
Leonard Berry. The offerings will be 
driven primarily by demonstrated needs, 
and both PBCC and FAU will coordinate 
and allocate responsibility for various 
educational activities, based on 
appropriateness to institutional missions. 

The funding for employee training and 
development will be provided solely by 
cooperating businesses, organizations and 
agencies. In addition to continuing 
education, FAU will offer avocational 
courses and programs to the general public. 


All of the proposed offerings will be 
financially self-sustaining.

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

In a recent issue of The Chronicle of 
Higher Education, it was reported that 
increasing numbers of college 
administrators are looking with skepticism 
at the role the Bush Administration 
envisions for their institutions in the 
America 2000 School Reform Act. 
(America 2000 is the president’s plan to 
inspire the country to achieve the National 
Education Goals aimed at raising the 
nation’s academic standards). 

While many campus educators question 
the role of colleges and universities in the 
president’s academic reform movement, 
advocates of the plan suggest that these 
same educators are reluctant to join forces 
because they fear change, preferring 
instead to accept the status quo. 

College officials, although pleased that 
the Administration is focusing on the need 
for educational reforms, argue that the 
proposals contained in the agenda are 
vague and conflicting. In addition, college 
administrators believe that it is virtually 
impossible to create or expand academic 
programs in tight budget years without the 
aid of increased funding. 

Officials of the Bush Administration 
have urged colleges and universities to get 
involved in the America 2000 effort, but 
college administrators feel that their role in 
the program has never been clearly 
defined, pointing to the fact that the 
original document almost completely 
ignored higher education. Furthermore, 
colleges and universities are uncertain of 
their participatory role in the reform 
movement because many view the plan as 
a call for local action as well as a partisan 
issue. 

Additionally, college administrators are 
disturbed that the Department of Education 
has criticized them for not doing enough to 


help elementary and secondary schools, 
yet many higher education officials believe 
that the Administration has ignored their 
existing, effective programs.

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

At the August 11 meeting of the board, 
PBCC trustees approved a three-percent 
salary increase for full-time, non¬ 
bargaining unit members, effective on 
August 16, 1992. No agreement has been 
reached between the United Faculty and 
the College regarding salary increases for 
bargaining unit members. Grants 
personnel are eligible for the three-percent 
general increase if there are sufficient 
monies available from the grant-funding 
source. 

In other business, trustees approved a 
30-year lease for the proposed dormitories. 
The project is to be entirely funded by 
private bond financing, and no PECO, 
capital outlay monies or college operating 
|unds are to be used. The state has also 
* iven approval to the project, and the Palm 
Beach County Commission has approved 
zoning requests for the site which is about 
one-half mile north of the Central Campus. 

In a presentation before the board, 
Executive Director of the Florida 
Community College Risk Management 
Consortium Robert Miller presented the 
College with a safety award for the 
College’s excellent safety record. This is 
the first time in the history of the state 
insurance consortium that any college has 
received this award three consecutive 
years.

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

Colleges and universities across the 
nation experienced some of the most 
critical financial difficulties in a decade 
according to a recent survey report, 
Campus Trends 92 y released by the 
American Council on Education. 

These findings, reported in the August 
5 edition of The Chronicle of Higher 
Education , indicated that nearly 60 percent 
of all higher education institutions 
underwent budget cutbacks in 1991-92. As 
a result, colleges and universities were 
forced to raise tuition, institute faculty 
hiring freezes, delay construction projects 
and limit course offerings. 

College officials representing over 400 
institutions responded to the survey which 
covered a variety of issues. The results 
were then adjusted to reflect national 
trends, with only 36 percent of the nation’s 
colleges rating their institutions’ financial 
health as excellent or very good. 

In general, private institutions have 
fared better than their public counterparts. 
Approximately 50 percent of all four-year 
public institutions operated in 1991-92 
with budgets that were identical to, or 
lower than, those of the previous year. In 
contrast, only 33 percent of private schools 
experienced a reduction in operating funds. 

Despite continuing budgetary woes 
fostered by the recession, student 
enrollment remains high. Yet, as 
increasing numbers of students enter 
college, employment freezes and layoffs 
have reduced faculty size. According to the 
survey, however, the trend will eventually 
reverse, with over 50 percent of the 
institutions planning future increases in 
faculty hiring. 

COMPUTER NETWORK 
LINKS PBCC, SCHOOLS 

Palm Beach Community College, the 
Palm Beach County School System and 


Southern Bell are now linked through a 
Fibre Optic Network. The technology 
allows a sharing of educational resources 
through interactive media technology. 

Students at remote locations throughout 
the area will be able to see, hear and talk 
with instructors on a television monitor. 
The pilot program will include dual 
enrollment classes between PBCC and 
county high schools, maintenance of 
professional standards and regular 
instructional courses. 

According to PBCC District LLRC 
Director Brian Kelley, the College will 
also be sharing the video resources of the 
library. "The challenge of this project is to 
explore the possibilities and potential that 
truly interactive distance learning and 
sharing of resources provides," Kelley 
said. 

TRANSFER STUDENTS 
INCREASE GPA SCORES 

A recent comparison of community 
college transfer student cumulative 
grade-point averages (GPA) at state 
universities found that, in 1991, PBCC 
students who transferred prior to earning 
60 semester hours averaged a 3.09 GPA 
while students who transferred after 
earning 60 semester hours averaged a 2.77 
GPA. The comparison is part of a 
’’Progress Toward Educational 
Excellence" report which is distributed 
through the State Board of Community 
Colleges. 

The GPA information, which ranked 
PBCC ninth of 28 community colleges in 
1991, was compiled from university 
student data course files. This compares to 
ranking 14th in 1990 when PBCC students 
transferring prior to earning 60 semester 
hours earned a 3.02 GPA and students 
transferring after earning 60 semester 
hours had a 2.74 GPA. 


PBCC Vice President of Academic 
Affairs Patricia Dyer said of the 
comparison, "Palm Beach Community 
College has been a quality institution for 
59 years. Transfer students from PBCC 
consistently do as well as native university 
students or even better." 

WELCOME ABOARD 

Richard Holcomb is the newly- 
appointed Division II Chair at PBCC’s 
Central Campus. PBCC’s Division II 
encompasses the fields of drama/art/music 
and foreign language. 

Holcomb, a former assistant professor 
in the division of dance and drama at the 
University of North Texas, brings several 
years of teaching experience to his new 
position at PBCC. He received his Ph.D. 
from Texas Tech University in Lubbock 
and earned a M.A. and B.A. degree from 
Midwestern State University in Wichita 
Falls, Texas.

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

Palm Beach Community College 
Trustees met in a special session on August 
26 to approve the 1992-1993 annual 
operating budget of $42,082,688. 
Presently, 64 percent of the College 
revenue comes from state appropriations, 
33 percent from student fees and three 
percent from other sources. Carry-over 
monies, that were held in campus budgets 
in anticipation of still another state budget 
shortfall, are also included in the available 
funds. 


Personnel costs are $33,214,475 or 79 
percent of the total budget. Current 
operating expenses are $7,614,542 or 18 
percent, and $1,253,671 or three percent is 
for capital outlay (equipment). The PBCC 
budget will now be sent to the Division of 
Community Colleges for state approval.

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 


At the October meeting of the board, 
PBCC Trustees reviewed an interactive 
instructional video on engineering drawing 
interpretation. The project was produced as 
a cooperative effort by Palm Beach 
Community College, the School Board of 
Palm Beach County and Pratt and 
Whitney. The $300,000 cost was funded 
from a Florida Department of Education 
Industry Services Training Grant, a 
Sunshine State Skills Grant and matching 
funds from Pratt and Whitney. 

The completed video, 35 hours of 
instruction, is a computer-based training 
tool and is used as a supplement to 
jplassroom instruction. It has been shown to 
’increase student test scores and retention of 
information. 

PBCC and the School Board of Palm 
Beach County have been given the rights 
to sell the video to other similar training 
institutions by the patent holder Pratt and 
Whitney. 

In other business, the Phi Theta Kappa 
(PTK) chapters at Palm Beach Community 
College were recognized for their 
involvement in the Hurricane Andrew 
Relief project. Through PTK volunteer 
efforts, over 125 tons of food and supplies 
were collected and delivered. 


During the relief effort, PBCC’s Phi 
Theta Kappa chapters adopted a 
neighborhood in South Dade County. Not 
only did PTK members directly deliver 
relief supplies, but they also set up a field 
kitchen and prepared and served 500 plates 
of hot food to residents of the ravaged area.

SURVEY RESULTS OF 
HEALTH PROGRAM 

The results of the recent survey 
regarding the College’s health programs 
have been compiled. More than 350 
responses were returned (about 60%) 
although a number of personnel indicated 
they had not used their health coverages 
and therefore not all personnel fully 
completed the survey form. 

Generally the survey results compared 
favorably with the former coverage the 
College had with CIGNA. Personnel 
enrolled in the HMO under Health 
Options, Inc. had a higher percentage 
respond that the College should definitely 
renew (23.0%) its coverages compared 
with the former 1991 survey of CIGNA’s 
HMO (16.2%). However 22.7% indicated 
the College should definitely not renew the 
coverage compared with 14.8% who 
indicated the College should definitely not 
renew the coverage under CIGNA. 

The survey results under the 
PPC/Indemnity Plan under Blue Cross - 
Blue Shield were substantially more 
favorable than the comparable plan under 
CIGNA. A total of 47.1% indicated the 
coverage should definitely be renewed 
compared to 15.0% under CIGNA a year 
ago while only 4.6% indicated we should 
definitely not renew the coverage under 
Blue Cross compared to 14.0% under 
CIGNA. 

The dental coverage under Prudential 
received an intermediate rating with 27.5% 
indicating we should definitely renew the 
coverage and 13.2% indicating we should 
definitely not renew. 


By adding together the data of those 
personnel who indicated they would 
definitely renew with those who would 
renew if premiums were competitive 
77.3% of the HMO participants, 95.4% of 
the PPC/Indemnity participants and 86.8% 
of dental participants would renew. The 
College expects to obtain renewal 
information in early November. 

The Human Resources Department has 
compiled the results of the renewal 
recommendations of this 1992 survey 
along with previous surveys of 1991 and 
1989. This information is available at each 
Provost’s Office, and it is posted on the 
bulletin board adjacent to Human 
Resources.

INCREMENT 
COMPROMISE REACHED 

A compromise settlement has been 
reached between the District Board of 
Trustees of Palm Beach Community 
College and the United Faculty of Palm 
Beach Community College regarding 
increments for the 1991-1992 year. 

In the compromise, both sides gave up 
something substantial and gained 
something substantial. In the settlement 
agreement, both parties agreed to return to 
the bargaining table in regard to the current 
impasse, to bypass the procedure of 
appointing a Special Master and present 
their respective positions to the PBCC 
(Board of Trustees sitting as the legislative 
body. 

Also in the settlement, the United 
Faculty agreed that their Public Employees 
Relations Commission case concerning 
payment of increments for the 1991-1992 
year would be dismissed and no longer 
exist. 

The College agreed to not pursue 
further negotiations regarding the amount 
of the increment. The United Faculty’s 
attorney’s fees and interest will also be 
paid by the College in accordance with the 
settlement agreement. 

Payments will be made to eligible 
full-time Palm Beach Community College 
bargaining unit members during the month 
of November, 1992.

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TENTATIVE 

AGREEMENT REACHED 
WITH UNITED FACULTY 

During a collective bargaining session 
held on November 5, the Palm Beach 
Community College administrative 
bargaining team and the United Faculty 
bargaining team came to a tentative 
agreement on a contract for the 1992-1993 
year. The agreement must now be ratified 
by membership of the United Faculty of 
Palm Beach Community College as well as 
the PBCC Board of Trustees. 

In the agreement, a non-retroactive 
three percent general increase will be 
added to the salary ranges for bargaining 
unit members. 

Language was added to the contract to 
address 1992-1993 contract reductions. It 
states that it is the intention of the Board 
and the mutual desire of the Board and the 
union, that, in the event it is justified by 
factors such as student enrollment, 
programmatic and operational considera¬ 
tions and teacher effectiveness, instructors 
involuntarily reduced from 198-day 
contracts for the 1992-1993 academic year 
will be offered an additional 30-day 
contract, so as to give them 198 days. It is 
clearly understood, however, that the 
decision to do so, as to any individual 
instructor, is wholly that of the Board. 

All reference to increments was 
removed from the 1992-1993 contract, and 
a salary study committee will be formed to 
suggest salary scheduling alternatives.

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

At the December 9 meeting of the 
board, PBCC trustees heard a presentation 
of the 1993-1994 Palm Beach Community 
College funding requests for the upcoming 
legislative session. 

For 1992-1993, the breakdown of total 
PBCC operational revenue from each 
source includes 64 percent from state 
appropriations, 33 percent from student 
fees and three percent from other sources. 
The College is seeking to increase the level 
of legislative appropriations as well as 
obtain funding on a more equitable basis in 
comparison with other community 
colleges in Florida. 

| In the past few years, the percent of state 
general revenue funding for all of Florida’s 
community colleges has dropped from 79 
percent in 1986-1987 to 58 percent in 
1991-1992, while student fees have 
increased from 21 percent to 26 percent 
and lottery funds have increased from zero 
percent to 16 percent. 

According to the State Office of 
Planning and Budgeting, educational 
monies from general revenue funds have 
decreased in Florida. This is at a time when 
the percent of educational funding has 
been increasing nationally. 

Another important point to consider is 
that the lottery has not served as an 
enhancement fund, rather it has been a 
replacement source of funding. In other 
words, as lottery funds went up, general 
revenue funds went down. 


In comparing state appropriations for 
Palm Beach Community College in 
relationship to the other 27 community 
colleges in Florida, PBCC is fourth from 
the bottom in terms of the amount per FTE 
((full-time equivalent student) that is 
funded, according to a recent Florida 
System of Community Colleges 
Equalization Study which was done by the 
Division of Community Colleges. Palm

Beach Community College is reported to 
receive only 93.33 percent funding for 
FTEs, while 24 community colleges 
receive a higher percentage. 

According to the study, PBCC receives 
$2,381 for each full-time student while the 
system average is $2,551, and some 
community colleges in Florida receive as 
much as $3,413 per full-time student. This 
equates to about $4.2 million in lost funds 
for Palm Beach Community College. The 
goal of equalization is to have PBCC 
funded at the 100 percent level. 

In addition, PBCC has been somewhat 
penalized for growth. For the 1991-1992 
year, PBCC was assigned 8,416 FTEs by 
the state while 8,745 FTEs were actually 
generated, leaving 293 unfunded FTEs. 

In other business before the board, 
Glades Campus Senior Instructor of 
Communications Stephen Gibson was 


presented with an endowed teaching chair 
by Vice President of Academic Affairs 
Patricia Dyer and Glades Campus Provost 
Helen Franke. Sixty percent of the award 
will go to Gibson, and 40 percent is for an 
approved project benefiting Palm Beach 
Community College students.
